In the firet four years after the war, 
1920 to 1923, Toronto won three times 
to McGill's but this: year the 
local boys triumphed again in a hard- 
fought meet. held here. , With Ca- 
adianu record holders on the team, 
the prospects looked good for the 
Red and White several wetks ago;
